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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention v. 7 as patented or described in a printed publication in this or 
a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one 
year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 



2. Claims 2, 3, 6/2, 6/3, 9/2, 10/9/2, 11/2, 12/2, 16/2 and 17 
are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Novis et al. 

Novis et al discloses a portable image display having data 
communication means, which comprises a speaker portion for 
catching sounds, a microphone portion for picking up sounds, an 
image display device and a viewing optical system for forming an 
exit pupil to view an image displayed on the image display 
device and having a generally positive refracting power, wherein 
(Figure 1) : the portable image display has a body (10) and the 
frame member (12) that is independent of the body and is 
receivable in the body (see Fig. 2), the viewing optical system 
(Fig. 1, 20) is constructed of at least one prism member (column 
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8, lines 31-49 and Fig. 11) comprising an entrance surface into 
a prism, at least one reflecting surface, and an exit surface, 
wherein the reflecting surface being defined by a rotationally 
asymmetric surface shape which inherently capable of making 
correction for decentration aberrations (see Fig. 11) . The 
prism portion and the image display device are received in a 
body (see Fig. 1) . The portable image display comprises a data 
storage device (see Fig. 6) and a light source (Fig. 6), wherein 
the storage device is built in the body (inherent) . The 
microphone portion and the speaker portion extend from the body 
of the portable image display (see Fig. 1) . The image is turned 
on the basis of whether the body of the portable image display 
is held by the right hand or left hand (inherent because any 
cellular phone can be turned on or off with right or left hands, 
the image is shown on the display portion as the phone is turned 
on) . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 and dependent claims thereof are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 7/3/03 have been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive. Applicant argues that 
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the prior art does not have the reflecting portion that is held 
by a frame member, which is independent of the body. Examiner 
disagrees. The reflecting portion of the prism is held by a 
frame member as shown in Fig. 10 and that frame member is 
independent of the body 11 of Fig. 1. Therefore, the rejection 
is deemed proper. Applicant argues that the prior art is not an 
image pickup device. Examiner disagrees. The portable 
electronic device of the prior art can be considered as an image 
pickup system, because the element 20 displays an image that 
satisfies the limitation of the claim.
